Board Approves New 
Contract for Fire Chief

At the December 10th 
Township Board meeting, 
Fire Chief David Russow was 
given a two-year contract to 
continue as our fire chief. 

Township attorney Kevin 
Foley presented the two-page 
contract and informed the 
Board the contract was the 
result of negotiations of the 
township's negotiating com- 
mittee and Mr. Russow. He 
went on to say the contract 
was retroactive to July 2003 
when the old _ contract 
expired. 

He said paragraph four pro- 
vided for his weekly hours to 
be increased eight hours to 
20 hours. His salary would 
be raised accordingly from 
$15,000 a year to $30,000 
per year. He said the second

year provided for a $1000 
raise to $31,000. The attor- 
ney also indicated the chief 
would continue to be paid 


‘for his "on call" 24 hours a 


day duties and paid accord- 
ing to the schedule for all 
fire fighters. 

He concluded his remarks 
by stating the retirement fund 
contribution from the Town- 
ship was reduced. 

Trustee O’Kelley asked 
who had the authority to 
approve the chief’s atten- 
dance to local, state and fed- 
eral conferences. The attor- 
ney replied that by contract, 
it was up to the chief. 

Trustee O’Kelley told The 
Weekly that during a lull in 
the meeting, the chief told 
him he tried to keep his con- 
ferences to local and State of 
Michigan conferences.
